Mrs. Minnie McGuire, Daniel, 
received word from the war de- 
partment that her son, First Lt. 
Bernard J. McGuire, 23, was killed 
in an aircraft accident at Will- 
iamsport, Ohio, on Monday. 

He was born September 28, 
, 1921, at Daniel, and was graduat- 
ed from Wasatch high school in 
‘1939. He enlisted in March 1942, 
and received his wings April 12, 
1943. He was assigned overseas 
in October. Upon completion of 
30 missions over German territory 
he was awarded the Air Medal 
with three Oak Leaf Clusters and 
the distinguished Flying Cross. 
After he returned home in Juty 
1944, he was awarded the Presi- 
dential Citation for his activity 
overseas.
